All this is probably realized by 
the State Department, and yet we 
have allowed ourselves repeatedly 
to be maneuvered in a manner 
contrary to our interest and secur- 
ity. Instead of developing the 
friendly relations with Spain 
which served us so well during the 
war, we became publicly hostile to 
the Spanish government after the 
retirement of Ambassador Hayes 
and the death of President Roose- 
velt. Ambassador Armour 
called home last year and no suc- 


tion. Our great wartime diplo- 
matic machinery for promoting our 
economic interests and maintaining 


our political prestige in Spain was | 


dismantled. President Truman 
gratuitously insulted the head of 
the Spanish state, and we follow- 
ed the Soviet lead in resolutions 
and declarations issued at San 
Francisco, Potsdam and London to 
exclude Spain from the United 
Nations as long as she retains her 
present political system. We join- 
ed with Britain and France in an 


absurdly offensive public invita- 
tion to the Spaniards to oust 
Franco. 


Each of these moves has been 
mystifying because it is evident 
that neither the United States nor 
Britain desires to generate a poli- 
tical crisis in Spain or an inter- 
national crisis over Spain. “Pub- 
lic opinion” cannot explain this 
curious diplomatic conduct be- 
cause there is no popular demand 
in the United States for action 
against Franco. It is that noisy 
sects of communists, fellow-trav- 
ellers and anti-Catholic fanatics 
carry on much propaganda toward 
this end, but the vast majority of 
Americans do not care what kind 
of government obtains in Spain. 


The explanation of our policy 
probably lies in our pursuit of So- 
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viet cooperation in settling Eur- 
ope and developing the United Na- 
tions into a going concern, for a 
certain pattern has become -famil- 
iar. At San Francisco, Potsdam 
and London part of the price of 
Soviet cooperation appears to have 
been our taking a verbal kick at 
‘Franco-Spain.’ Now we have done 
it again. Molotov has become con- 
ciliatory on Trieste and the ques-

‘Franco, after all, is not a poli- 
tical gangster or creature of. the

And they—who live in the wake 
of.a civil war in which a million

vention! A blessed event this 
would be, but it is hard to believe 
that a Senator from the American 
South can think it an imminent 
probability. 


Buried in this diplomatic double- 
talk is one honest statement of 
American policy: “The United 
States is fully committed to the 
fundamental principle of non-in- 
tervention ... The Government of 
Spain belongs to the Spanish peo- 
ple and it is for them to determine 
the form of government they shall 
have and the people who shall ad- 
minister it.” If we had adhered 
to this clear, simple, just and pru- 
dent line of conduct all things 
would stand better today. We 
would not have thrown away the 
enormous influence which Ambas- 
sador Hayes built up for us in 
Spain. We would have taught the 
Soviet Union, early and convin- 
cingly, that we know our real in- 
terests and have the will to defend 
them. And we would have made it 
easier for Spain to take the steps 
in political evolution toward a lar- 
ger liberty which most Spaniards 
—even those who patriotically sup- 
orks the existing regime—desire to 
take. 


No one has yet been able to 
show what the United Nations or 
the United States have to gai 
in concrete value, by the downfal 
of Franco. He neither breaks the 
law of nations nor outrages the 
universal moral law. His govern- 
ment, to be sure; is hardly a model 
to inspire dreamers of political 
utopias, but those who know the 
history of Spain are not sur- 

rised or outraged by that fact. 
t compares favorably with most 
of the governments of Spain dur- 
ing the past century and with 
most of the contemporary post- 
war regimes in Europe. 


Assuming, however, that Franco 
should go for the good of Spain, 
surely the question for practical 
statesmen to raise is how best to 
make that possible. Just as surely 
the answer is to cease the verbal

for His divinity by the holiness 
of His life, of His doctrinés, of 
His miracles recorded by men 
(themselves slow to believe) who 
were eye-witnesses of them.

The fact of Christ’s miracles, 
and even of His Resurrection, 
than which no fact of history is 
better attested, are not more 
difficult to believe than many of 
the teachings of science, accept- 
ed without any investigation by 
the same individuals. Who, for 
instance, has satisfied himself 
by personal investigation and 
enumeration. that there are 30,- 
000,000 heavenly bodies, millions 
of times larger than our own, in 
the small portion of the heavens 
known as the Milky Way? Yet 
which infidel does not say 
“credo” to this pronouncement 
of the astronomer? Do you know 
anything more mysterious than 
the facts brought home to us day 
by day by the radio? Were they 
unexperienced, but reported as 
facts only by revelation, they 
would be rejected as ridiculous 
and impossible. 

The Catholic religion has sc 
many outstanding arguments in 
its favor that its identification 
as the religion of the Son of God 
should be extremely easy. It is 
the only religion which goes 
back to the time of -Christ and 
His Apostles, and, therefore, can 
alone rightfully claim Christ as 
its direct Author. It is the only 
religion which claims authority 
to teach, and Christ certainly 
commissioned His Church to 
teach with authority. Did He 
not aver that He would bind in 
Heaven what His Church would 
bind on earth?

Describes Starvation In 
Occupied Nation Brought 
On By Mismanagement 


Notre Dame, Ind. Dec. 11— 
American policy in Germany is 
confronted with the danger of a 
gs 7 collapse, Dr. Ferdinand 
A. Hermens, professor of political 
science at the University of Notre 
Dame, declared here last night 
(Tuesday, December 10) before 
students and faculty at the Notre 
Dame political science forum. 

“Food is so insufficient,” stress- 
ed Dr. Hermens, “that. German 
laborers employed by the occupy- 
ing forces often cannot work 
longer than four hours a day. Hun- 
ger odedema, one of the most re- 
pulsive of the hunger diseases, has 
made its ugly appearance in thou- 
sands of cases; tuberculosis is also 
rampant, and there have been re- 

orted the first large-scale out- 
freaks of typhoid fever. Rations 
for the ‘normal’ consumer have 
fallen at times to 600 calories in 
the southern part of the French 
zone of occupation. They stood at 
800 in Cologne in November.” 

Dr. Hermens further stated that 
“General Clay and the other Ame- 
rican administrators are not to 
blame when they are first encour- 
aged to promise a minimum daily 
ration of 1550 calories a day and 
then do not get the deliveries 
needed to make up this quota.” He 
emphasized, however, that inevit- 
ably Americans in Germany lose 
the respect of the people under 
their control if, in a matter so 
vitally affecting everyone, they 
cannot keep their promises. 
“Something is vitally wrong with 
our German policy. The blame 
shculd be placed where it belongs: 
first of all at the doors of the so- 
called Morgenthau group, those 
officials in Washington (including 
their representatives in Germany) 
who inspired the policy of econo- 
mic and social disruption which 
found its first expression in the 
directive forced on General Eisen- 
hower in April, 1945, and which 
has had such tragic results. 

“Secondly, blame should fall*on 
those journalists in Germany who 
considered it their major task to 
terrorize any occupation official 
who allowed himself to be guided 
by common sense and conscience 
rather than. by officially sponsored 
hate-campaigns. The existence of 
these hate-campaigns has now, at 
last, been officially admitted. Such 
paganism should never have been 
tolerated. It will not be weeded out 
unless the officials responsible for 
it are identified and dismissed 
from the public service. 

“Conditions in Germany are now 
such that those who braved the 
Gestapo for years, and who re- 
ceived our soldiers with jubilation, 
no longer have a defense when 
charged with being the quislings 
of the Allies. One of them, a 
priest, recently sent me a copy of 
a paper published in Cologne, un- 
der English censorship. This paper 
reported, in its issue of November

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Document Compiles Facts And Analyses The juridical 


Travesty Of Proceedings Against Archbishop Stepinac 


From sources of undoubted authenticity, N.C.W.C. News Service has obtained a document of 
permanent historical value which presents a thorough analysis of the “trial” of Archbishop Aloy- 
sius Stepinac of Zagreb. Under three headings (a) Preliminary to the Trial, (b) Law on Crimes 
against the People and the State, and (c) The Trial of Archbishop “Stepinac, the author of the 
document compiles ajl the facts that mark the “trial” as an unparalleled perversion of justice. Al- 
though many of the facts cited in the document have already become known through cabled news dis- 
patches, their presentation in systematic order reveals many new aspects of the tragedy that took

The Trial Of 
Archbishop Stepinac 


A. PRELIMINARY TO THE 
TRIAL. 


1. The Archbishop was arrest- 
ed on September 18. The indiet- 
ment against him bears the date 
of September 23, but cid not reach 
him or his attorneys until the fol- 
lowing day. He went on trial, 
presumably for his life, on Sep- 
tember 30. 


The injustice of the procedure is 
thus immediately evident from the 
fact that he had only six days in 
which to prepare any defense 
which he .might have chosen to 
make. On the other hand, the 
prosecution had been preparing 
the case against him for months, 
as appears from the newspaper at- 
tacks against him. 


2. The friends of the Archbis- 
hop proposed two lawyers for the 
defense of His Excellency. They 
were Dr. Ivo Politeo and Dr. An- 
drus. The court accepted Dr. Po- 
lieto but rejected Dr. Andrus, and 
substituted for him Attorney Ka- 
ticic. 

8. From the time of his arrest 
on September 18 to the time of his 
conviction on October 11, the 
Archbishop was permitted to see 
his attorneys only once, on Sep- 
tember 27, and that for the period 
of one hour. 


It is clear that only a most 
limited defense could be possible 
under such conditions. 

er 


4. The defense was made still 
more difficult by the pressure of 
the secret police against those who 
were best able to assemble and di- 
gest the documents available in 
favor of the Archbishop. On Sep- 
tember 24, the day when the indict- 
ment became known, Bishop Fran- 
cil Salis-Seewis, Auxiliary and 
Senior Vicar General of the Arch- 
diocese of Zagreb, who took charge 
of the Archdiocese upon the arrest 
of the Archbishop, was taken into 
custody by the OZNA and ques- 
tioned. He was released that same 
evening, but was again taken into 
custody and grilled for five hours 
on September 27, the day on 
which the defense attorneys had 
their only conference with the 
Archbishop. Bishop Salis-Seewis is 
75 years old, and one can readily 
imagine that the nervousness and 
disorientation caused by the ac- 
tions of the secret police almost in- 
capacitated him for the important

On September 26, another dis- 
astrous blow was struck at the 
defense. Msgr. Ante Slamic, Di- 
rector of the Archdiocesan Chan- 
cery, was arrested by OZNA and 
detained incommunicado for three 
days. He was released on Septem- 
ber 28. During his imprisonment, 
he was held in a filthy cell which 
was crawling with vermin, and was 
from time to time subjected to in- 
terrogation. Because of the key 
position in the Chancery. which 
was held by Monsignor Slamic, his 
absence was a great hindrance to 
the efforts then being made under 


to the authorities by Bishops Boni- 
facic and Pusic either went un- 
heeded or were answered by the 
‘statement that the “people” had a 
right to demonstrate against anti- 
national Bishops. 


On September 12, Father Paul 
Bedenik was murdered in front 
of his parish house at Sveti Martin 
pod Okicen. 


On September 16, Fathér Alex- 
ander Caviek was abducted from 
Krapinske Toplice and _ subse- 
quently murdered. 


On September 8, Father Joseph 
Ormuz, of Petrovsko, was severely 
beaten. 

A few days after the Archbis- 
hop’s arrest, Father Francis 
Ljubetic, of Plesivica, was clubbed

5. From the time of the Arch- 
bishop’s arrest until sentence was 
pronounced against him, the Yu- 
goslav press and radio kept up a 
campaign of vilification against 
him such as is impossible for peo- 
le in free countries to imagine. 

is campaign was obviously in- 
spired, as the same calumnies in 
the‘same terms were repeated over 
and over again by the various 
newspapers. and in broadcasts from 
different stations. 


Meanwhile, not a single word 
was permitted to be spoken or 
written in defense of Archbishop 
Stepinac. 


The particular bearing of these 
facts on the trial consists in this, 
that the tribunals in Yugoslavia 
are People’s Courts, and are re- 
sponsive in theory to the will %f 
the people. The Public Prosecutor 
Blazevic referred to this function 
of the people several times in the 
course of the trial. Obviously if

6. Throughout the Zagreb area, 
attempts were made in government 
offices, factories, etc. to force em- 
ployees to sign petitions calling 
fo. severe punishment of the 
Archbishop. Meetings for this 
purpose were also called by the 
street secretaries, i.e., the com- 
munists in charge of surveillance 
on each street. Refusal to sign, it 
was clearly intimated, might be 
followed by dismissal from one’s 
job and consequent loss of the 
means of livelihood. While these

' Two priests of the Djakovo Dio- 
cese, whose names are not yet 
available, were abducted from 
their homes about the middle of 
September, and their fate is not 
known. 

A number of priests around the 
country were arrested for unspe- 
ecified reasons, and held incommu- 
nicado. 

Communist “activists” invaded 
many parish houses in the Arch- 
diocese of Zagreb during the last 
half af September, and ordered the 
pastors to leave town under 
threat of death. The Archdiocesan 
Curia had no alternative but to 
counsel them to seek refuge else- 
where in order to save their lives. 
Eight cases of this kind have be- 
come known to date. 


The police have in no case 
which has come to light taken 
any steps to protect the rights of 
these Bishops and priests. Indeed, 
Marshal Tito himself said in an 
interview at Zagreb last May that 
the “people” could handle certain 
questions themselves, as the Gov- 
ernment did not care to interfere 
in religious matters. Public Pro- 
secutor Blasevic, responding — to 
the statement of Archbishop Stepi- 
nac that the lives of Bishops and 
priests were not safe night or day, 
said that the “people” were justi- 
fied morally in expressing their 
exasperation against Msgr.

It was thus clear before the 
trial started that the government 
was doing all in its power to get a 
condemnation of the Archbishop. 
If ever there was an obvious case 
of the Executive interfering with 
the Judicial arm, of the State, this 
was most certainly it. Under the 
circumstances, there .could be no 
such thing as a free court; even 
if they were not completely de- 
pendent for their positions and 
for their lives on the Communist 
party, the judges would have been 
influenced by the controlled press 
and radio, and by the sinister ac- 
tions of the police. Defense attor- 
neys in a free country would have 
asked for and obtained a change 
of venue, if one could even remote- 
ly conceive such conditions exist- 
ing.

B. THE LAW OF CRIMES 
AGAINST THE PEOPLE 
AND THE STATE, » 


9. The law under which the 
Archbishop was tried is entitled 
“A Law on Crimes, Against the 
People and the State.” In its ori- 
ginal form, this law was passed on 
August 15, 1945, and was amend- 
ed to its present form on July 9, 
1946, 

It has, therefore, no applicatien 
to most of the alleged acts of the 
Archbishop which are mentioned in 
the indictment, unless it is to be 
considered as retroactive. 

10. The law above-mentioned is 
so sweeping and general in char- 
acter as to make justice dependent 
upon the arbitrary will of the 
judges. An examination of the 
text will reveal that under the 
terms of this law, almost anybody 


can be prosecuted for almost any | 
act. 
Archbishop Stepinac certainly | 
had this law in mind when he, 
stated’ before the tribunal that | 
the government could arrest try 
and convict any. person in Yugo- 
slavia. 

The very existence of such a law 
is an invasion of human liberties.

A PRIEST’S rectory is just about 
the most quiet place one can 
find on a Christmas afternoon. The 
rush of Christmas seems over. The 
many confessions, the Midnight 
Mass, the morning Masses, the in- 
numerable other calls fade away 
with the hours of the day.

To Notre Dame football team presented its myriad of followers 
throughout the country with a very fine Christmas present when 
it wound up its 1946 season acclaimed on all sides as the national in- 
tercollegiate champion. Army, unbeaten over a three year span except 
for its’ 0-0 tie with Notre Tune last month, had held first place in 
most news polls until its final game-of the season, when it won 
from a Navy team that had been beaten seven times in a row, by the 
narrow margin of 21-18, with Navy being on the Army four yard line 
as the game ended. 


Most Powerful . ... 


This narrow against a weak Navy team cost Army a tre- 
mendous amount of prestige throughout the country. On the same day 
that Army was barely eking out its victory over Navy, after having 
been badly outplayed in the second half, Notre Dame was winding 
up its campaign by rolling over a strong Southern California team, 
26-6. As a result, many of the nation’s sports writers switched their 
votes from Army to Notre Dame, the latter being hailed as the No. 
1 team in all polls that I saw, including the Associated Press, United 
Press, International News Service and Central Press. 


I think the 1946 Notre Dame squad, taken as a whole, was 
the most powerful ever to represent the university on the football 
field. It is only a matter of opinion, of course, but I believe the 
1943 first team, when Angelo Bertelli was at quarterback and 
Creighton Miller at left halfback, was a better team than any 
combination of 11 players Frank Leahy could put on the field 
rag the past season, but the 1943 team’s superiority ended 

ere. 


The 1946 squad, filled with so many returned war veterans, 
had two teams of nearly equal ability; in fact, there were those 
who followed’ Notre Dame throughout the season who believed 
that the so-called second team, over the latter half of the season, 
was better than the first team. It is a fact that the second team 
did nearly all the scoring in the Navy, Northwestern and Southern 
California games, and half of it in the Tulane game. On the other 
hand, it should be kept in mind that the second team went into 
action after the first team had “softened up” the other team at 
the start of the game or at the start of the second half. This made 
the second team’s job much easier, of course. Whether the second 
team could have changed places with the first team and done as 
well is something I weuldn’t know about. 


Usually, statistics of a football game or season don’t mean much, 
but the figures on Notre Dame’s season’s work during the past fall 
rove conclusively that the best team finished on top. Notre Dame 
ed the whole country in total offense, that is, in yards gained \by 
passing and rushing; it led the nation’s teams in total defense, havi 
yielded the smallest number of yards per game to its opponents’ 
running and passing game, and it finished first at advancing the ball 
by running with it. 

I believe that the 1946 Notre Dame line was the strongest I have 
ever seen at Notre Dame. It yielded but one touchdown all year, and 
even that one had to be helped along by an interference penalty called 
on a forward pass over the goal line in the Southern California game. 
The Notre Dame defense yielded but three other touchdowns all year. 
Two of them were made against third and fourth stringers late in the 

ame when the issue had been decided, while the other was made by 
owa against the second team after a 30 yard pass had been ruled 
completed because of interference on the Notre Dame nine yard line. 
In other words, no team, from Army on down, was able to make a 
sustained march against’ any line Notre Dame employed all year. 


Prospect ... 


I suppose many of you Notre Dame fans would like to know 
just what’s going to happen to this great squad next year. The 
answer is, practically nothing. Of the 43 mén who at one time or an- 
other, made the trips this year, only four have finished their 
competition and will be graduated before the 1947 season rolls 
around. By an unusual coincidence, all are guards. They are John 
Mastrangelo, who made a number of All-American teams this year, 
including Grantland Rice’s; Fred Rovai, Bernie Meter and Bob 
McBride. The latter, many of you will recall, is the lineman who 
starred before the war, then entered the army and wound up a 
rir saga of war in Germany. He was captured in the Battle of the 

Ige, which was raging just two. years ago this time, and was 
one of those who were marched across Germany in bitterly cold 
weather to a prison camp. McBride lost 80 pounds in weight be- 
fore he was liberated the following May by American treops, but 
made a rapid recovery and eventually wound up as a No. 2 guard.

Treatment By French Communists 
Should Be Warning To Catholics 


Writer Avers 


Reds Undeterred By Laws, Expense As They 


Seek To Strengthen Party 


In Politics Of 


Nation: Trickery They Employed Exposed

Paris, Dec. 16.—The treatment 
accorded Catholics in France by 
the Communist Party, once it had 
gained strength, should serve as a 

warning against rosy-Red prom- 
ises to the faithful everywhere. 

It is recalled that on their way 
up the ladder to the top position in 
French politics, the communists at 
first adopted a sympathetic atti- 
tude toward the Catholics, but 
once in ascendency they quickly 
disclosed that this merely was an 
air of tolerance in order to make 
communists acceptable and allow 
them to infiltrate. 


As it encountered natural de- 
fenses and necessary resistance on 
the part of Christian parties, the 
Communist Party progressively 
unmasked its militant materialism 
and its anti-religious secularism. 
In assemblies, in public demonstra- 
tions and in the press, the extreme 
left party affirmed itself as the 
champion of a determined laicism 
and violently attacked the Pope, 
the clergy and the faithful. The 
communists’ pseudo-tolerance 
sprang only from a program of ex- 
pediency and after obtaining what 
they wanted, they proceeded to 
deny their earlier stands. 


Neither expense nor illegality 
has deterred communist propagan- 
da. The law specifies that electoral 
posters be posted only in places 
reserved equally for all candidates 
and the number of such posters 
should be limited to four, at most, 


the list of candidates. Further- 
more, the State undertakes the ex- 
pense of these pogters, beginning 
with the day the electoral 
campaign is opened officially. 


They made use of all the official 
and gratuituous ‘places, but they 
also plastered on the walls of 
buildings and houses a profusion of 
constantly changing posters, ex- 
pensive signs embellished with 
photogravure or in color. Virtually 
each day saw two or three new 
posters. M. Thorez’ party ham- 
mered away at the idea that it 
was the most patriotic, most fam- 
ily-like and the most concerned in 
defense of the france. The party 
also called itself the only true de- 
fender of individual property. It 
argued that if women wished to 
ave chocolate and milk for their 
children, they should vote the 
Communist ticket and claimed that 
lt they were able to serve pota- 
toes for dinner, it was the com- 
munists who had made this pos- 


sible. 
It is one of the characteristics of 
communist propaganda to lay

To those who know the intense 
power of communistic propaganda, 
it is somewhat surprising that 
they have not attained still great- 
er results. This is demonstrated 
by the fact that the propaganda 


is resisted by three-fourths of 
public opinion. 

When the Constitution draft was 
up to the decision of the people in 
the referendum of last May, the 
communists augmented their insis- 
tent type of propaganda with still 
another variety—the painting. of 
huge signs on walls, roofs, side- 
walks and roadways. There was 
no doubt that at the time of the 
May referendum all communist 
ropaganda was directed at gain- 
ing votes for the constitution. 
The constitution was rejected. 

In the following referendum, 
which resulted in adoption of a re- 
vised constitution, the communists 
did not start their familiar cam- 
paign machine rolling all over 
again. Instead they adopted an- 
other means of propaganda— 
pamphlets and leaflets which were | 
sent into the homes. Carefully il- | 
lustrated pamphlets were used. | 
The communists took eare to cir- | 
culate specially prepared texts in- | 
tended for this or that party of 
the electorate. 

To the middle class population 
went literature which had. been 
‘prepared expertly. The circular 
| correspondence no longer made an 
appeal of revolutionary tone, ad-| 
| dressed to: “Comrades.” Instead 
the letters were addressed cour- 
teously to Monsieur or Madame.

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Cardinal Refutes 
Charge Portugal 
Run By Clerics 


Emphasizes Separation 
Of Church And State 
Under Salazar Regime 


ishon, Dec. 16—(NC)—Em- 
Rocco rejecting a charge that 
Portugal’s present government is a 
“elerical-fascist” regime, His Emi- 
nence Emmanuel Cardinal Gon- 
calves Cerejeira, Patriarch of Lis- 
hon, declared that there is a strict 
separation of Church and State 
in Portugal, in an allocution to his 
clergy on the occasion of the 17th 
anniversary of his elevation to the 
Sacred College of Cardinals. 


In his address the Patriarch gave 
a complete analysis of the rela- 
tions between Church and State in 
his country and referred to a mag- 
azine article which recently had 
characterized the government in 
Portugal as & “clerical-fascist 
regime. 

Vigorously denying this charge, 
the Cardinal pointed out that the 
terms Catholicism and fascism 
oy totalitarianism were Incompat- 
‘hle because, he declared, the 
Church has always taught that 
the power of the State is limited, 
especially with regard to liberty of 
conscience and other fundamental! 
human rights. 

The designation of the Porty- 
guese government as clerical 1s 
false because the country has a 
real separation of Church and 
State, he continued, adding that 
the Church receives no financial 
support from the Government ex- 
cept in the maintenance of foreign 
missions, which the State considers 
vital to national interest. The 
clergy have no special political 
privileges and exercise no political 
influence, he declared. 


The Concordat, governing the 
relations of Church and State in 
Portugal, which country is 93 per 
cent Catholic, merely gives’ of- 
ficial recognition to the Church and 
to her mission of teaching faith 
and morals, thé Cardinal stated, 
while, at the same time, it pro- 
hibits the ruling authorities from 
meddling in matters of religion 
and the clergy from interferring in 
political affairs. The State, he 
continued, may not aspire to reg- 
tlate the consciences of its citizens 
as in certain totalitarian regimes, 
nor may it impede the practice of 
religion or impose it on anyone. 


In further denying that the pres- 
ent Portuguese government can in 
any sense be termed clerical, Car- 
dinal Goncalves Cerejeira empha- 
sized that the clergy is not bound 
to any political regime but always 
gives allegiance to the existing 
regime. Obedience to legitimate 
authority is an obligation for all 
Catholics, he declared, nor may 
they rebel except in rare. cases. 
Usually only legal means may be 
taken to perfect or change a legit- 
imate government, he added. , 

The Church in Portugal desires 
but one thing, His Eminence con- 
cluded, to be left free to carry out 
er divine mission, which is the 
same as that of Christ: to enlight- 


en souls and to give grace and 
peace to the minds of men,

Parents Blamed 
For Delinquency 
Of Their Children - 


Dubuque, Dec. 16 — (NC) — 
Careless parents are blamed for 
juvenile delinquency by Chief of 
Police Joseph Strub, in an. inter- 
view appearing in. the current is- 
sue of The Witness official news- 
poper of the Archdiocese of Du- 


ue. | 

“Homes that maintain a strong 
feeling of religious obligation 
among the family, where parents 
not only take time to ‘supervise 
but to love their children, provide 
the only solution to today’s shock- 
ing juvenile delinquency problem.” 
Chief Strub said. 

In his eleven years’ work with 
juvenile court, the chief disclosed 
that he had invariably found mor- 
al deficiency in the home directly 
responsible for delinquency. 

“Most of the youngsters’ who 
get into trouble do not come from 
what we would consider the ideal 
christian home. The school and 
the church both have their place 
in a child’s education. The teach- 
ers can’t give every child the per- 
sonal interest he néeds; only his 
parents ore equipped to do that.” 

Fundamentally, the -obvious in- 
difference of modern pdrents to 
their children’s conduct is to blame 
for the present crisis, Chief Strub 
stressed. ‘‘A lot of parents do a 
good job of feigning surprise when 
they ore told the unsavory facts 
about their delinquent children, but 
it is only a handful of them who 
are genuinely concerned.”

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U.S. Priest Chosen 
Procurator Of — 
Franciscans | 


New York, Dec. 16.—(NC)— 
The Very Rev. Mathias Constan- 
tine Faust, O.F.M., has been 
named to the office of Précurator 
General of the Order of Friars 
Minor, according to word received 
here from Rome. Father Faust is 
now Delegate General of the Or- 
der for the North American Con- 
tinent and adjacent islands, and is 
residing at the Franciscan Gen- 
eral elegation here. He was 
chosen to his new office by the 
members of the Franciscan defi- 
nitorium in Rome. 

The new Procurator General, 
born in Oberbimbach in the Fulda 
diocese, Germany, in 1879, is a 
member of the Province of the 
Most Holy Name, and for man 
years has held various high of- 
fices in his Order, including those 
of novice master, custos of the 
province, and minister provincial. 
He was ordained in June 1906. 

On the death of the Most Rev. 
Valentine Schaaf, the late Minister 
General of the Friars Minor, the 
Very Rev. Pacifico Perantoni, 0.F. 
M., of the Ventian province, auto- 
matically became Vicar General of 
the Order, a position which he will 
hold until the general “chapter 
scheduled for 1950.

I ag So far we have seen onl 
that our gifts have been abused, 
and have been turned to support 
governments and policies that are 
directly opposed to the principles 
for which we fought the war, and 
which stand today as a threat to 
our future peace.” 

Mr. Crowley contended the same 
“lack of forcefulness” has char- 
acterized the U. S. international 
financial dealings since the war. 
He insisted that “if the strongest 
nation in the world is convinced 
that the principles for which it 
fought are right and just, then it 
is time for that nation to exert 
its influence and to use every re- 
source at its command to put those 
erinciples into universal effect.” 

He declared that recent trends 
give hope for the development of 
“a strong, consistent foreign pol- 
icy” which will let all other gov- 
ernments “know where we stand.” 
He concluded that when other na- 
tions realize the U. S. forei 
policy is no longer partisan, “to 
changed with the whim of every 
administration,” and that it rep- 
resents the will of the American 
people, then “our position in the 
world will have acquired a new and 
tremendous prestige.” He said that 
this nation’s strength came from 
adherence to the high moral prin- 
ciples underlying the Constitutio 
because “only works built on eal 
force can endure, for physical 
force is ever shifting and changing, 
whereas the moral law is G 
given and imperishable.”

This week, Mrs. John Hilker 
says: When we read of the Phari- 
see in Holy Scripture few of us as- 
sociate the word with a woman, 
but evidently Francois Mauriac did 
when he selected the title for his 
latest novel A Woman of the 
Pharisees. How he conceived the 
idea of the title and learned about 
the spiritual truths and snares of 
deceit examined in the novel ‘is 
still a mystery of his own back- 
ground and his French religious 
life. He seems to be a master of 
religious psychology and is with- 
out a doubt a great creative artist 
and a literary craftsman, all of 
which is displayed in this—his 
latest book. 

The principal character in the 
story is Brigitte Pian, a queer but 
interesting person who “looked on 
life from a high standpoint.” Con- 
scious of her own impeccability 
ghe ruled her good-natured  hus- 
band; her stepson Louis and his 
sister Michele; the schoolmaster 
Puybarand and in fact anyone who 
strayed into her self-created .do- 


vicious form of spiritual pride. Se 
assumed the right to judge and 
direct the affairs of her fellow 
creatures, and her interference 
brings on a train of misfortunes. 
Jean de Mirbel, her son’s . friend, 
is driven into sin; the saintly Abbe 
Carlou is silenced; even her hus- 
band’s death is indirectly the re- 
sult of her perverse sense of jus- 
tice. Every person she touches 
seems to shrivel with unhappiness. 

As the story ends, Brigitte suf- 
fers: agonies of remorse and it is 
not until she falls in love with the 
elderly doctor, and courts the con- 
tempt of the town, that she ex- 
periences some peace and joy. She 
understands at last that it is not 
our deserts that matter, but the 
love and the good we do for others. 

I would recommend this novel 
for boys and girls of high school 
age, as well as for adults. I am 
sure all will find A Woman of the 
Pharisees most entertaining. Prac- 
tically all the Deadly Sins and the 
Cardinal Virtues are the very 
matter of the story.
